Hunters from around 
Michigan and out of state 
are preparing for the 
firearms deer season, and 
in keeping with tradition, 
the Mancelona Chamber of 
Commerce is hosting their 
annual Buck Pole contest, 
now in its 68th year. 

Through the years, gener- 
ations of hunters have 
bagged their bucks and en- 
tered them at Mancelona, 
the location of one of the 
oldest, most popular of 
buck poles in northern 
Michigan - and Mancelona’s 
“claim to fame.” For years, 
Opening Day was declared a 
local holiday and school 
was closed for the day.

“Registered hunters re- 
ceive a reusable shopping 
bag containing Kitchen 
Farms potatoes, Alden’s 
Mill House meat marinade 
blend, a hunting cap, 
koozies, pens, key chains 
and several other items,” 
Moore said. “We’ve even 
got camp stools to hand out 
this year.” 

Hunters who register 
have the option to buy Par- 
ticipation Raffle Tickets and

dence. (It is the insecure 
boss who does not ask what 
he can do, nor for advice 
and ideas.) 

Questions can be our best 
friends. When we ask some- 
one for their ideas, we be- 
come their teammate, thus 
honoring them. 

Our asking open-ended 
purposeful questions 
brings our conversations to 
be less about our own 
thoughts and ideas. We 
begin to listen — to really 
listen — to the other person, 
and that is when the magic 
can happen. The more we

and how much more they 
can do and become, maybe 
with our encouragement.

ETA NU WRAPS BC KIDS IN 
WARMTH WITH DRESS FOR 
CHILL PROGRAM 


Another summer is now history, 
fall’s beautiful but cooler tempera- 
tures are upon us, and we know 
that winter’s cold and snow are not 
far behind. For the past 14 years, 
the women of Eta Nu Charities 
have conducted their annual 
“Dress for Chill” program to pur- 
chase and distribute new winter 
outerwear for children in need in 
the Boyne City community. Last 
year, Eta Nu helped 187 area pre- 
school and elementary students 
stay warm through the freezing 
winter months by providing them 
with jackets, snow pants, boots, 
hats and mittens. The need for this 
program seems to become more 
acute each year. Due to the pan- 
demic and other economic factors, 
many families are still struggling. 
The income required to provide 
warm winter clothes for growing 
children often isn’t available. That’s 
where Eta Nu comes in. Beginning 
in September, committee members 
work together in an all-out effort to 
raise money to dress these chil- 
dren. The Dress for Chill team 
works all year to purchase warm 
weather clothing at the best possi- 
ble prices, often taking advantage 
of end-of-season sales. They buy, 
sort, catalog and store all the pur- 
chases and then finally match each 
child with new outdoor clothing for 
winter before the snow flies. This 
major project takes a lot of plan- 
ning — and a lot of funding. Each 
year, there has been an increase in 
the number of students in need 
and inflation has added increased 
costs to the clothing purchases.

would take periodic camp- 
ing trips to the area to see 
what was for sale. She re- 
calls a local real estate 
agent taking her under her 
wing, explaining what 
would be needed to pur- 
chase the farm land they 
were seeking, and they 
started saving for this goal. 
One day Sadie let Richard 
know that she had found 
“TT” — the place she thought 
was perfect for them. At 
first Richard was hesitant to 
take the plunge, but he fi- 
nally relented and quit his 
job to move north and pur- 
sue their dream.

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neighbors. Sadie also raised 
Abyssinian cats for many 
years. 

Sadly, an electrical fire in 
the 1990s destroyed the 
house after the couple had 
lived there for more than 20 
years. When they rebuilt, 
they chose a site with a 
Lake Michigan view, and 
while Richard passed in 
2020, Sadie continues to live 
there. 

The new preserve lies 
within the beautiful rolling 
drumlin country just south 
of Charlevoix and north of 
Atwood. (A drumlin is a dis- 
tinct land feature created by 
the glaciers more than 


10,000 years ago.) Histori- 
cally referred to as “Nor- 
wood Corners” the region is 
rich with historic farmland 
and adjacent to the fruit belt 
corridor of farms between 
Atwood and Traverse City. 
Small ponds are found on 
the preserve, along with 
low-lying wetlands that pro- 
vide excellent deer habitat. 
Though not directly along 
US-31, the hills of the pre- 
serve are clearly visible to 
travelers, and Lake Michi- 
gan can be observed from 
atop one of the fields. 

“Tt was a pleasure assist- 
ing Sadie with the protec- 
tion of this property,” said 


and worthy causes. 

I was stunned to learn 
how much Monica is doing 
and contributing here in Up 
North Michigan! 

Key to Monica’s success 
are her leadership princi- 
ples and practices. Exam- 
ples include, and are far 
from limited to, her belief 
that she has a responsibility 
to treat her team members 
with empathy and dignity, 
helping them know they are 
important, assuring clarity 
of expectations for all their 
work, and encouraging 
their ideas. 

I was impressed with 
Monica’s natural humility. 
It is who she is, and she al- 
lows herself to be vulnera- 
ble. 

Our world would surely 
benefit if there were many 
more Monica Peck’s with 
important leadership roles. 

When I asked about chal- 
lenges, Monica said that she 
must always remain neutral 
and objective, for example 
we must carry books which 
are contrary to her per- 
sonal values. At times, a cit- 
izen will object to a specific 
book or books, and com- 
plain to the library and may 
even go viral on the inter- 
net. This is now a national 
challenge, and it is impor- 
tant to allow various beliefs 
and ideas. We must allow 


this than others. Some kids 
have a hard time under- 
standing feelings because of 
how they are wired. These 
kids will need more time 
learning how to recognize 
and process their feelings. 

Some kids are going 
through really rough situa- 
tions and need more sup- 
port. They may be 
experiencing some kind of 
loss. They could be being 
bullied at school. Part of 
helping your child with 
their emotional break- 
downs is finding out why 
they are breaking down. 

If your child won’t talk to 
you for whatever reason, 
this may be the best time to 
get them professional help 
from a qualified child and 
teen therapist. You and 
your child could benefit 
from a professional helping 
your child managing their 
emotions better. It might be 
a bigger problem than you 
realize. 

Part of helping kids with 
their emotions and when 
they have meltdowns is to 
not join in the chaos. Try 
not to get angry or scream 
and yell because your child 
is having a meltdown. No- 
tice I said try. Sometimes 
this is easier said than done. 


Joe Graham, LTC Land Pro- 
tection Specialist. “She and 
Richard have done a special 
thing for the land and the 
community.

Putting your child ina 
timeout so they can calm 
down and collect them- 
selves can be helpful for 
both of you. A timeout gives 
you both time to calm down 
to be able to solve the prob- 
lem. 

Remember that kids are 
learning. Just like they are 
learning things like math 
and spelling, they are also 
learning about emotions. It 
takes time. It is a lesson that 
needs to be taught over and 
over again for better under- 
standing. 

There are resources 
available to help your child. 
There are many children’s 
books on feelings and emo- 
tions that can be read to 
your child as part of their 
bedtime routine. I also have 
written a book called The 
Feelings Doctor Is In. It can 
be found on Amazon and 
local stores. 

In this book, I talk about 
how to help children with 
their emotions and when to 
get them professional help. 
Also, included in my book 
in the back is some feelings 
games I have created that 
are easy to make and use 
with your child.

Have you been tested to 
see if you're prediabetic? 


Approximately 96 mil- 
lion American adults— 
more than one in 
three—have prediabetes.

Michigan Spark Grant applications are open; up to $15 million available for outdoor public recreation projects 


It’s a milestone moment 
for outdoor recreation in 
Michigan: first-round fund- 
ing of the $65 million Michi- 
gan Spark Grants program 
startedc accepting applica- 
tions Monday, Oct. 24. 

The program is aimed at 
helping local communities 
that want to create, reno- 
vate or redevelop public 
outdoor recreation opportu- 
nities for residents and visi- 
tors—especially those 
communities whose eco- 
nomic opportunities and 
health were hardest hit by 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 

Up to $15 million is avail- 
able in the first round of the 
program, administered by 
the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources. 

Michigan Spark Grants 
are for projects that provide 
safe, accessible, public 
recreation facilities and 
spaces to improve people’s 
health, introduce new 
recreation experiences, 
build on existing park infra- 
structure and make it eas- 


ier for people to enjoy the 
outdoors. 

The grant opportunity is 
possible because of the 
Building Michigan To- 
gether Plan, signed in 
March 2022, which included 
a historic infusion of fed- 
eral funding in our state 
and local parks. 

“We're excited and ex- 
tremely privileged to 
launch a program that we 
know will help many de- 
serving communities ex- 
pand outdoor recreation 
resources and experiences 
for their residents,” said 
DNR Director Dan 
Eichinger. “Throughout the 
COVID-19 pandemic, people 
turned to the outdoors in 
record numbers for fresh 
air and space to stretch out. 
Having such opportunities 
close to home is critical, 
and that’s what Michigan 
Spark Grants will make 
possible.” 

Eichinger outlined the 
program today during the 
Michigan Municipal 


League’s annual convention 
in Muskegon. 

The league’s director of 
state and federal affairs, 
John LaMacchia II, said the 
occasion was fitting, as 
more than 400 local leaders 
from across Michigan have 
gathered together to learn 
about opportunities for in- 
vestment that will improve 
their communities. 

“Providing robust and eq- 
uitable access to parks and 
recreation opportunities is 
one of the key elements to 
improving quality of life,” 
LaMacchia said. “The 
Michigan Spark Grants pro- 
gram will provide our mem- 
bers access to critical 
funding that will help them 
invest in durable assets that 
contribute to the social and 
economic fabric of a com- 
munity.” 

LaMacchia is a member 
of the advisory group that 
provided the DNR with 
input on the program’s in- 
tent, scoring criteria and 
application requirements — 


all to ensure the program’s 
stated objectives are met.

Andrea LaFontaine, exec- 
utive director of the Michi- 
gan Trails & Greenways 
Alliance, also serves on that 
Michigan Spark Grants ad- 
visory team. 

"United by the belief that 
all Michiganders deserve 
quality outdoor recreation 
experiences close to home, 
the Michigan Spark Grants 
advisory team worked to- 
gether to build an opportu- 
nity that maximizes 
resources, provides support 
and removes barriers to ac- 
cess,” LaFontaine said. 
“The Michigan Trails & 
Greenways Alliance was 
honored to serve on this 
committee, and it is our 
hope that Spark Grants 
help ignite greater invest- 
ment in outdoor recreation 
amenities throughout the 
state."

Let’s start out by saying 
that most deer hunters I 
know dream of having 
some type of deer camp 
they can call their own (if 
they don’t have one)... be it 
atent on state land,a 
camper parked in a farm 
wood lot, or a 2,000 square- 
foot log home on 600 acres 
of land. They run a range 
of styles and concepts. But 
as a kid growing up near 
Grand Rapids, my dad, 
brother and I would head 
north every November to 
the state land on the 
“county line road” near 
Baldwin for opening day of 
rifle deer season. If we 
worked hard, and made 
good grades, our dad would 
let us have the opening day 
off from school...some- 
times. Our “camp” was the 
back of our station wagon 
parked on a two-track off 
the main dirt road. We 
hunted the hard wood 
swamp and ridges along a 
power line that formed a tri- 
angle that kept us from get- 
ting too lost (us boys, not 
my dad). 

We saw a lot of deer... a 
lot. All the same sex 
though. Does and fawns in 
large groups of 10, 20 and 
even 30 would trot past us 
regularly. We didn’t see any 
bucks but many shots 
where always heard from 
the “red army”, even 
though few bucks were seen 
hanging from the many 
temporary camps along the 
two-track and dirt road. 
These were the days of the 
lottery for doe permits. 
Dave and I hoped and 
prayed every year that we 
would be selected as there 
was a “guarantee” that we 
would get a deer if we could 
just draw a doe permit... it 
never happened. We’d drive 
home every year looking at

Top 10 best practices for 
firearm deer season 

Hunters can expect excel- 
lent conditions for the 2022 
firearm deer season, which 
begins Tuesday, Nov. 15. To 
ensure a safe season, too, 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources conser- 
vation officers are sharing 
best practices and tips to 
avoid the most common vio- 
lations and mistakes they 
see every year. 

“Most of the violations 
conservation officers en- 
counter during firearm 
deer season are simple mis- 
takes people make when 
they get caught up in the ex- 
citement of the hunt or for- 
get to put safety first,” said 
F/Lt. Jason Wicklund, DNR 
Law Enforcement Division. 
“Our top priority is keeping 
people safe, so they have a 
good story to tell friends 
and family about their suc- 
cessful hunt.” 

Here are 10 best practices 
for hunters to remember: 


1- PROPERLY TAG YOUR DEER 


Before field-dressing or 
moving a deer, kill tags 
should be filled out (includ- 
ing the month and date the 
deer was taken and the 
deer’s gender and number 
of antler points) and prop- 
erly placed on the deer. 
Conservation officers often 
see the wrong kill tag on 
game — such as fish or 
turkey licenses on deer. 
Often, this is a simple mis- 
take made in the dark and 
can be corrected by re-tag- 
ging the deer as soon as you 
notice the error. 

Remember, too, that re- 
porting your deer within 72 
hours of harvest is just as 
important as tagging it. 
Everything hunters need to 
know is available on the 
DNR’s harvest reporting 
webpage. 


2—KNOW YOUR FIREARM AND 
HOW IT FUNCTIONS 
Take the time to familiar- 


ize yourself with your 
firearm and make sure it is

all the deer on the top of 
cars and in the back of pick- 
ups... down in the dumps as 
we felt like “losers” for not 
getting a deer. Over the 
many years of hunting, we 
did manage to each kill one 
buck off the state land... a 
small spike for Dave anda 
small “Mr. Moose” 6 point 
for me. Dad never got one. 
Since that time, my 
brother and I have hunted 
many areas of the state and 
out of state. We’ve looked 
and search for land and/or 
a camp/cabin to call our 
own, never having enough 
time or money to make it 
happen. Dave was in the 
Navy, then working like a 
mad fool, me in grad school, 
then working like a mad 
fool too. Finally, after all 
these years... I won’t say 


properly sighted and func- 
tioning before you go hunt- 
ing. If it’s been a while 
since you used your 
firearm, consider visiting a 
local shooting range to 
shoot some live rounds. 
Safely handling your 
firearm is an important 
part of being a responsible 
hunter. 


3 — KNOW YOUR TARGET AND 
WHAT’S BEYOND IT 


Know the area you'll be 
hunting, including nearby 
buildings and properties. 
No one may hunt with a 
firearm within 450 feet of 
an occupied structure (in- 
cluding buildings, 
dwellings, homes, resi- 
dences, cabins, barns or 
structures used for farm op- 
erations) unless they have 
permission from the 
landowner. 

Each year, conservation 
officers investigate property 
damage caused by firearms. 
Rifle rounds travel long dis- 
tances — hunters are re- 
sponsible for where bullets 
end up. 


4—- RESPECT LANDOWNER 
RIGHTS 


Always respect posted 
trespassing signs and prop- 
erty boundaries. If a deer 
runs onto private property, 
the hunter cannot retrieve 
it without the landowner’s 
permission. Conservation 
officers usually are con- 
tacted when trespass dis- 
agreements escalate anda 
resolution cannot be 
reached. 

If you'll be hunting near 
someone else’s property, 
contact the landowner 
ahead of time; don't wait 
until you're tracking game. 
Most of the time, a friendly 
call or visit to your neigh- 
bor will remedy the situa- 
tion. 


5 - SHARE PUBLIC LAND 


Research and scout the 
land you plan to hunt before 
opening day. State-managed 
land is a popular place to

last... adeer camp to call our own 


how many, but it’s a lot, we 
made the move last year 
and purchased a “custom 
made” deer cabin from Tro- 
phy Amish Cabins 
(www.trophyamishcabins.c 
om or 248-459-2716). Those 
guys really know what 
they’re doing and if you 
want an “instant” quality, 
reasonably priced log cabin, 
this is the way to go. We 
still couldn’t afford prop- 
erty of any size, so with the 
kind donation of a cabin 
site by the best friend any- 
one could have (he shall re- 
main nameless), we placed 
the log cabin on his prop- 
erty in October of 2014 and 
spent our first deer season 
there on November 15th. 
My brother and his son 
both scored on nice bucks at 
camp last year although we 


hunt. Confrontations over 
hunting spots, or the illegal 
posting of trespassing or 
hunting signs on state-man- 
aged public land, do occur. 
Conservation officers, who 
are often asked to help re- 
solve disputes, say the main 
reason for these situations 
is usually last-minute 
hunters who randomly pick 
a spot. 

Brush, constructed blinds 
and tree stands on public 
land are just that — public. 
Regardless of who con- 
structed, purchased or 
tends to these blinds, when 
they’re on state-managed 
public land, they are avail- 
able on a first-come, first- 
served basis. Public land 
cannot be posted or re- 
served. 

Tree stands used on pub- 
lic land must be portable 
and have the hunter’s 
name, address and Michi- 
gan driver’s license number 
or DNR sportcard number 
affixed in legible English 
that can easily be read from 
the ground. Hunting plat- 
forms cannot be affixed or 
attached to any tree by 
nails, screws or bolts. 


didn’t see many deer at all, 
it was the best season in a 
long time. We now have a 
place to call “camp” and to 
hang our wet clothes, cook 
our meals and we even have 
deer antlers hanging from 
the rafters. It’s not exactly 
what we thought we would 
wind up with, but we al- 
ways knew we’d get some- 
thing.

6 — LEAVE THE LAND BETTER 
THAN YOU FOUND IT 


Practice the “leave no 
trace” ethic and don’t litter. 
Whatever is brought into 
the woods must be taken 
back out. It is the responsi- 
bility of all hunters to be 
good environmental stew- 
ards and clean up after 
themselves. 

Leaving propane bottles, 
hand-warmer wrappers, 
food wrappers, bottles and 
other trash is illegal and 
may result in a fine. 


7 —- WEAR HUNTER ORANGE 


Hunters are required by 
law to wear hunter orange 
as the outermost layer of 
clothing at all times. Hunter 
orange garments, including 
camouflage, must be at least 
50% hunter orange and be 
visible from all directions. 
Clothing options include a 
cap, hat, vest, jacket or rain- 
coat and must remain on 
even if you are in a hunting 
blind. The DNR recom- 
mends wearing as much 
hunter orange as possible to 
increase visibility to other 
hunters.

8 — KNOW AND FOLLOW BAIT- 
ING REGULATIONS 


Baiting and feeding are 
banned in the entire Lower 
Peninsula and in the core 
chronic wasting disease 
surveillance area in the 
Upper Peninsula (portions 
of Delta, Dickinson and 
Menominee counties) ex- 
cept for hunters with dis- 
abilities who meet specific 
requirements. 

In approved U.P. baiting 
areas, 2 gallons of bait can 
be spread in an area that 
measures 10 feet by 10 feet. 
On commercial forest land, 
bait must be brought in 
each night, unless the 
landowner has given per- 
mission. Use bait sparingly 
to help curb the spread of 
diseases like bovine tuber- 
culosis and chronic wasting 
disease. 


9 — HUNT IN-SEASON, DURING 
LEGAL HOURS 


During firearm season, a 
hunter may legally shoot 
game starting 30 minutes 
before sunrise and until 30 
minutes after sunset. Any-

10 - BE RESPECTFUL TO 
OTHER HUNTERS 


Michigan law prohibits 
anyone obstructing or inter- 
fering with the lawful tak- 
ing of animals. Hunter 
harassment — when a per- 
son or organization inten- 
tionally sabotages another 
hunter’s quality opportu- 
nity to take game — is a mis- 
demeanor offense. 
Examples include spraying 
repellent around a hunter’s 
blind, creating loud noises 
and/or barriers that pre- 
vent or deter a hunter or 
game from accessing an 
area, or destroying other 
hunters’ equipment such as 
trail cameras and blinds. 

Anyone who feels tar- 
geted by hunter harassment 
or who witnesses a natural 
resource violation should 
immediately call or text the 
Report All Poaching Hotline 
line at 800-292-7800. Infor- 
mation can be left anony- 
mously; monetary rewards 
may be offered for informa- 
tion that leads to the arrest 
and conviction of violators.
